The Crystal Shard, was released in February of 1988 and climbed to #2 on the Waldenbooks bestseller list, By 1990 his third 

book, The Halfting's Genu had made the New York Times bestseller list. With a contract for three more TSR books, and with 

his first novel and its sequel sold to Penguin, Bob remembers that "it seemed like a good time to quit my day job," 

Salvatore spends a good deal of time speaking to schools and library groups, encouraging people, particularly young people, 
to read. With the zeal of a religious convert, he talks about the virtues of reading and the ultimate appeal, "it is fun." He 

remembers his return to reading when he was in college, "The blizzard of 1978 shut down my college for a week. My sister 
had given me a copy of J.R.R. Tolkien* s The Hobbit, which 1 read while house-bound. When I got back to school, I changed 
my major from math to communications." 

He recently completed work on Charon's Claw, the final installment of The Neverwinter Trilogy \ published August 7, 2012. 
Book two of the series, Neverwinter, instantly became a New York Times bestseller when it was released in October 2011. 

In addition to his novel writing, Salvatore is also known for his creation of the world and storyline for Kingdoms ofAmalur: 
Reckoning, an epic, open world role-playing video game, which launched earlier this year.

RAY BRADBURY

Science fiction has had a few seminal figures over the centuries, And a strange thing began happening: while the editors and the 

critics were slow to comprehend what Ray was doing to and 
with (and /or) the field, the readers grasped it instantly and fell 

in love with him and his work 



The first was Mary Shelley, who wrote the very first legitimate 
science fiction novel with Frankenstein, though of course she 
didn't know it since the field didn't exist at the time. 

There was Hugo Gernsback, who gave the field 
a name (well, two names; * Sci en ti fiction" was 
the first, and thank goodness it didn't last), 
and defined it as a publishing category. 

There was John Campbell, the editor of 
Astounding, who dragged science fiction, 
kicking and screaming and protesting, 
into the mid-20 th Century. 

And perhaps the most important of all 
was Ray Bradbury, who proved that, 
contrary to a century and a half of previous 
examples, science fiction could transcend 
its origins and reach the level of Art 

He's been a major figure on the worldwide 
literary scene for longer than most people 
reading this have been alive, but that wasn't 
always the case. Difficult as it may be to believe, 
when Bradbury was breaking into the field no major 
wanted what he had to sell 

Ray grew up with science fiction, and the markets he sent his 
stories to were science fiction markets, but at that point most 
resemblance ended. Lester del Rey, a popular contemporary, 
used to brag that he always invented a different faster-than-light 
drive for each story, and he always explained in some detail how 
they worked. Ray, on the other hand, didn't give a damn how his

only one sale to Astounding, the premier 
science fiction market, in his first decade, 
leap-frogged the science fiction magazines 
entirely and began selling to The Saturday 
Evening Post, Colliers, and the new kid on 
the block, Playboy — for ten and twenty 
times the field's top rate, and thirty times 
its readership.

Kevin J. Anderson is the author of nearly 100 novels, 50 of 
which have appeared on national or international bestseller 
lists; he has over 23 million books in print in thirty languages.

Stoker Award, the SFX Reader's Choice Award, and New York 
Times Notable Book. 

Anderson has coauthored 12 books in the Dune saga with 
Brian Herbert.

The future MacGyver and Stargate 
SG-l star dreamed of becoming a 
professional hockey player as a teenager, 
a dream shared by his future Stargate 
SG-l co-star Michael Shanks. His big 
break came in 1976, when he was cast 
in the popular daytime drama General 
Hospital as Dr. Jeff Webber. In 1985, he 
won the role as the title character in the 
series MacGyver. He was cast because 
the producers were impressed by the lack of pretension he showed 
at his audition. He reprised his role in two TV movies, MacGyver: 
Lost Treasure of Atlantis and MacGyver: Trail to Doomsday, both 
produced by his own production company, Gekko Film Corp, 
which he co-founded with Michael Greenburg. 

He returned to series television in 1995, when he was cast as 
Ernest Pratt/Nicodemus Legend in Legend. He also served as 
executive producer of the series, in which one of his co-stars 
was his close friend John de Lancie. 

He found major success again when cast as Colonel (later 
Brigadier General) Jack O'Neill in Stargate SG-l, an adventure/ 
science fiction series based on the blockbuster Stargate. The 
series has remained extremely successful since then, eventually 
resulting in the creation of a spin-off series, Stargate: Atlantis. 
He has also appeared, sporadically, in the latest spin-off series, 
SGU Stargate Universe. 

LEE ARENBERG 




Lee Arenberg is an American actor, 
best known for his role as Pintel, 
one of Captain Barbossa's crew of 
miscreants, in the Pirates of the 
Caribbean film series. He currently 
appears on ABC's Once Upon a 
Time as Grumpy. Lee Arenberg has 
the remarkable ability to morph 
himself into frightening aliens, 
twisted psychotherapists, lascivious 
entertainment executives, and everything in between. Lee's first 
professional job was in 1986 at the Mark Taper Forum in Ghetto, 
a play directed by Gordon Davidson. Guest appearances on 
television began in 1987 with the hit sitcom Perfect Strangers, 
and have continued with memorable roles such as the parking 
space stealing New Yorker on Seinfeld; and as the murderous 
rock promoter opposite Katey Segal and the late Sam Kinison 
in Tales From The Crypt; as well as roles on Arliss, Friends, 
Star Trek: The Next Generation, Deep Space Nine, Voyager, 
and Enterprise! After twenty years as an actor in the group, Lee 
made his writing and directing debut with Foursome, a play 
about golf, sex, and witchcraft.

Aaron Ashmore was born one 
minute before his twin brother, 
Shawn Ashmore in British Columbia, 
Canada. Aaron Ashmore was best 
known for playing Marc Hall in 
the 2004 Canadian TV movie Prom 
Queen: The Marc Hall Story. Since 
then, he has appeared in the films 
Safe, A Separate Peace, and A Bear 
Named Winnie. He has also had guest 
roles on television shows such as The Eleventh Hour, The West 
Wing, Fringe, l-800-Missing, Lost Girl, and In Plain Sight. 
Ashmore played the recurring role of Troy Vandegraff on The 
WB television series Veronica Mars, and is currently playing 
the role of Agent Steve Jinks on the Syfy show Warehouse 13. 

He was cast as Jimmy Olsen, first love interest of Chloe 
Sullivan, for the sixth season of Smallville on the WB television 
network and continued to play him into its eighth season. Two 
years after leaving the show, Ashmore returned to play his 
character's younger brother on the series finale. Coincidentally, 
his friend Sam Huntington played Olsen in Superman Returns 
and the two have both appeared in Veronica Mars. Ashmore's 
twin brother appeared on Smallville in earlier seasons. Besides 
his recurring role on Smallville, Ashmore had roles in the films 
Palo Alto, Privileged, The Stone Angel, The Christmas Cottage, 
Fear Island, and Servitude.

MARK BAGLEY 

At 27 years old, Bagley entered a contest and won first place 
for penciling, beating thousands of other hopefuls. This led to 
a series of low-profile penciling jobs, including Visionaries, a 
comic book based on a 1980s toy line, books in the New Universe 
line, and backup stories in Captain America. A majority of 
Bagley's work during this time was for the first series of Marvel 
Universe trading cards. After working on Spider-Man for 
several years, Bagley began to feel burnt out. Needing a change, 
he next collaborated with writer Kurt Busiek on a new team of 
superheroes, the Thunderbolts. 
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In 201 1, Bagley ended his collaboration with DC and returned 
to Marvel and Ultimate Spider-Man, by then known as 
Ultimate Comics: Spider-Man. He drew the eventful "Death 
of Spider-Man" arc in issues #156-160. The arc reunited him 
with his original Ultimate Spider-Man collaborator, Brian 
Michael Bendis, for the first time since Bagley' s departure from 
Marvel. Bendis and Bagley will work on Avengers Assemble, an 
Avengers title that they will produce concurrently with Brilliant. 
To differentiate between other Avengers books, Assemble will 
consist of the Avengers roster present in the upcoming Avengers 
film, but the book will be set in present Marvel continuity. 

■ ADAM BALDWIN 

Adam Baldwin has been cast in over 
60 feature films in the past 25 years. 
He is best known for his role as the 
larger-than-life "Jayne Cobb" in Joss 
Whedon's sci-fi pic, Serenity, inspired 
by the television series, Firefly. On 
television, Adam has played great 
all- American characters, as in Earth 
To The Moon; Smokejumpers; and In 
The Line Of Duty. He starred in The 
Cape (playing an astronaut) and in Dr. Jekyll & Mr. Hyde. Sci- 
fi audiences know Adam well from his lead and recurring roles 
on The X-Files (final two seasons), Angel (final six episodes), 
and, of course, Joss Whedon's Firefly. He also starred as Major 
John Casey, a National Security Agent, whose main objective 
is protecting Chuck Bartowski and the vital government 
information stored in his brain in NBC's action-comedy, Chuck. 

Recently, Adam Baldwin joined the cast of Fox's drama series, 
The Inside. The Inside centers on a young, ambitious FBI agent, 
Rachel Nichols, who is assigned to the agency's Los Angeles 
Violent Crimes Division. Baldwin plays a tough, seasoned FBI 
agent, a man's man with 25 years on the job. 

PHILIPPA JANE BALLANTINE 

Philippa Ballantine's first professional sale was in 1997, and since 
then she has gone on to produce mostly novel length fiction. 
In 2006 she became New Zealand's first podcast novelist, and 
she has voiced and produced Weaver's Web, Chasing the Bard, 
Weather Child, and Digital Magic as podiobooks. Her podcasts 
have been short listed for the Parsec Awards, and won a Sir 
Julius Vogel award. Philippa is the author of the Books of the 
Order series with Ace; Geist and Spectyr out now, and Wrayth 
(2012) and Harbinger to follow. She is also the co-author of 
the Ministry of Peculiar Occurrences series with Tee Morris. 
Phoenix Rising debuted in May 201 1 and The Janus Affair will 
be out in May 2012. She also has the Shifted World series with 
Pyr Books, with the first book Hunter and Fox coming in June 
2012. In 2011 Phoenix Rising won the Airship Award for best 
writing in the steampunk genre. 




JAMIE BOMBER 

Jamie St. John Bamber Griffith was 
born in London to an American 
father, Ralph, and a Northern Irish 
mother, Liz. It was Jamie's mother 
who first awakened his love of drama 
while she ran a children's theater 
group at the American Cathedral in 
Paris; his first role was as the Wicked 
Witch of the West in The Wizard of 
Oz, cast by his mother, who as yet 
lacked a daughter. It was as a child that Jamie did his first paid 
acting work, dubbing a French film into English while in Paris 
and then doing the odd TV commercial after moving back to 
the U.K. at the age of 7. While Jamie has always wanted to act, 
his acceptance to the London Academy of Music and Dramatic 
Art marked the decision to make it his career. Still at LAMDA, 
he was cast in his first professional role, as Archie Kennedy 
in TV's Horatio Hornblower miniseries. His credits include 
Steven Spielberg and Tom Hanks' HBO miniseries, Band of 
Brothers, as well as Daniel Deronda for the BBC. Jamie was a 
series regular on the ITV shows Peak Practice and Ultimate 
Force, and portrayed the role of Price Hal in Henry IV, Parts 1 
and 2, at the Bristol Old Vic. He is best known for his roles as 
Lee Adama on Battlestar Galactica and Detective Sergeant Matt 
Devlin on the ITV series Law & Order. UK. 

JOHN BARROWMAN 

John Barrowman's most famous 
television role is undoubtedly that 
of sci-fi hero Captain Jack Harkness, 
whose first appearance in the 
revamped Doctor Who created such 
an impact that he was given his own 
spin off series, Torchwood. The show 
achieved the best viewing figures 
ever on BBC America and has been 
broadcast around the world. For the 
fourth series, titled Torchwood: Miracle Day, the BBC teamed 
up with the US Starz Channel, filming in Wales and the US. The 
show aired on the Starz Channel and BBC One from July 201 1. 

In collaboration with his sister, Carole E. Barrowman, John has 
released two volumes of his autobiography, Anything Goes and 
I Am What I Am, published by Michael O'Mara Books. A sci-fi/ 
fantasy novel for young adults, Hollow Earth, co-authored by 
John and Carole, was published by Buster Books on 2 February 
2012, with a second novel in the series due out in 2013. John 
and Carole are also collaborating on a Torchwood novel, Exodus 
Code, which will be published in October 2012. 
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John embarked on his third concert tour in October 2010 to 
promote his self-titled album John Barrowman y his third solo 
CD with Sony following on from 2008's Another Side (which 
brought John a Gold Disc) and Music Music Music in 2009. He 
toured the UK and Ireland again in October and November 
2011 to promote his CD, The Very Best of John Barrowman, 
which was released on 5 September 201 1. 

MICHELLE BELANGER 

Best known for her role on TV's Paranormal State, Michelle 
Belanger is also a prolific author with over a dozen books on 
the paranormal, occult, and psychic phenomenon. A renown 
expert on vampires in fiction, folklore, and modern culture, 
Belanger has appeared in numerous documentaries in the 
US, Canada, and Europe, including shows on HBO, CNN, 
Fox, the History Channel, We!, Reelz, Biography, XYTV, and 
MTV.com. She is also the creator of the Watcher Angel Tarot 
Deck, founder of the magickal society House Kheperu, and co- 
director of the SOR branch of the Paranormal Research Society. 

VERONICA BELMONT 

Veronica is a technology and gaming-centric video host based 
out of San Francisco. Currently her projects include Tekzilla, 
a weekly tech help and how-to show on Revision3.com, The 
Sword and Laser, a science fiction and fantasy podcast and 
community co-hosted with Tom Merritt, and Vaginal Fantasy, 
a modern girl's look at paranormal romance and erotic fiction 
with Felicia Day, Kiala Kazebee and Bonnie Burton.

Since then, he has appeared 
in various West End stage productions, as well as in film and 
on TV and radio. He made his West End debut in Old Wicked 
Songs alongside Bob Hoskins in 1996, earning the London Critics 
Circle's Jack Tinker Award for Most Promising Newcomer. He 
appeared at the Almeida Theatre in George Bernard Shaw's The 
Doctors Dilemma in 1998 and at the Soho Theatre in London 
last year in Peter Ackerman's Things You Shouldn't Say Past 
Midnight. He broke into television in 1996 with a guest role on 
the British series, Murder Most Horrid, and with a recurring 
role in the ensemble of the long-running U.K. drama, Soldier 
Soldier. Callis went on to appear in a number of telefilms and 
miniseries, including The Scarlet Pimpernel (1999) and Jason and 
the Argonauts (2000), and played Bridget's pal, Tom, in the hit 
movie, Bridget Jones s Diary (2001). He co-wrote and co-directed 
the film, Beginner s Luck (2001), in which he starred opposite 
Julie Delpy. In 2003, Callis was Menelaus in the USA Network 
miniseries, Helen of Troy. 

J. SCOTT CAMPBELL 

Jeffrey Scott Campbell rose to fame as an artist for Wildstorm 
Comics, though he has since done work for Marvel Comics 
(most notably as a cover artist on Amazing Spider-Man), 
and the video game industry. Campbell is best known as the 
original artist and co-creator of Gen 13 and Danger Girl. He got 
his big break at Jim Lee's Wildstorm Productions with his work 
on Gen 13, his first comic book series, which featured a group of 
teenage heroes. He soon gained a reputation in the American 
comics industry for his highly sexualized illustrations of 
women. In 1998, Campbell, together with fellow comics artists 
Joe Madureira and Humberto Ramos, founded the Cliffhanger 
imprint as part of Wildstorm Productions. He then launched 
his comic series Danger Girl through this imprint. 

In August 2005, Campbell published Wildsiderz, which he co- 
created with his Danger Girl writing partner Andy Hartnell. In 
2006, Campbell provided a variant incentive cover for Justice 
League of America (vol. 2) #0, the first issue of Brad Meltzer's 
run on the title. In 2007, Campbell illustrated the covers to the 
Freddy vs. Jason vs. Ash six-issue limited series. 



ERIC CANETE 

Eric Canete is an illustrator and designer working in the 
animation and comic book industries. He was born in the 
Philippines and moved to the United States when he was 12 years 
old. His professional career got a very early start when at the age 
of 17 he assisted as a background designer and storyboard artist 
on several animated shows for television such as X-Men and Exo- 
Squad, for which he was uncredited. He later moved his focus to 
what he has referred to as his 'true calling' comic books. He has 
worked for every major comic book company in the United States 
including Marvel and DC Comics. Never wanting to become 
stagnant or unchallenged, Eric will move between the animation 
and comic books, working on whichever projects interest him 
the most. He is currently working on his own creator-owned 
project for Image Comics and is slowly shifting his work towards 
the European market. 

MIKE CAPPS 

Dr. Michael Capps is the president of Epic Games, Inc. based in 
Cary, NC. Epic is the creator of the mega-hit Unreal game series 
and the blockbuster Gears of War franchise, which has sold 
more than 13 million copies worldwide and won more than 50 
game of the year awards. Epic's Unreal Engine 3 is the six-time 
winner of Game Developer magazine's Front Line Award and it 
has won three consecutive Develop Industry Excellence Awards. 
In 2009, Michael was named NCTA's Technology Executive of 
the Year. Game Developer magazine placed Michael in its Game 
Developer 50, which recognizes significant contributors to 
the game industry. He's been at times a lead programmer, lead 
writer, lead designer, and executive producer on Epic's games, 
and has written for the Gears of War comic book series published 
by DC/Wildstorm. Right now he's working on Fortnite and can't 
wait to share some details of that upcoming project. 

LESLIE CARRARA-RUDOLPH 

Leslie Carrara Rudolph is a multi-facited performer/artist/ 
puppeteer best known for her work on Sesame Street as Abby 
Cadabby (Emmy Nominated). Other TV shows include 
Disney's Johnny and the Sprites, ABC's Muppefs Tonight, The 
Wubulous World of Dr. Seuss, and several outreach projects 
for the Children's Television Workshop. Film credits include 
Forgetting Sarah Marshal, Men in Black II, and the new 
Muppet Movie. You can hear Leslie's work as "Peg Puppy" 
on Nickelodeon's Tough Puppy and "The Haunted House" 
characters on the Electric Company. Leslie is part of the 
Henson alternative improv group "Stuffed and Unstrung" 
and is currently touring with her stage show Wake Up Your 
Weird which recieved a Jim Henson Foundation Grant and 
an UNIMA Citation of Excellence. She is most often spotted 
with her signature character "Lolly Lardpop" spreading joy 
wherever they can! 
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BOB GARTER 

Bob Carter is a professional male voice actor known for 
voicing Shao Kahn 8c Baraka in Mortal Kombat y Balrog in 
Street Fighter IV 8c SF vs Tekken, and marines, elites, 8c grunts 
in Halo Wars. Carter currently broadcasts globally on ESPN 
and other radio stations, and can be heard in Dragonball Z, 
Full Metal Alchemist, Samurai 7> Blassreiter, and many other 
cartoon series 8c video games. His wife, September Carter, not 
only voiced Skynet in Terminator Salvation but has also voiced 
commercials, corporate narration, and live announcing for 
various projects such as MTV's Video Music Awards, Build- 
a-Bear, ABC Family, Mary Kay, Interactive Achievement 
Awards, AdultCon, and many more projects heard and seen 
on TV and the internet.

Eventually, he stumbled upon the art show and his 
life was changed from that point. In 1 987 the Donning Company 
published a book of Cherry's work, entitled Imagination: The 
Art and Technique of David A. Cherry. In 1988 that book was 
nominated for the Hugo Award for Best Non-fiction Book, and 
Cherry himself was nominated for the Best Artist Hugo. He 
went on to win a total of 8 Chesley Awards and [except for the 
elusive Hugo] virtually every other major award in his field. 

In 2000, Cherry worked with Bill Fawcett and authors Teresa 
Patterson and Terry Brooks to bring out The World ofShannara y 
an illustrated guide to Terry's best selling fantasy series. He left 
the world of freelance art for a while and went to work full time 
for the nation's top PC game developer, Ensemble Studios. 
Eventually, Cherry picked up digital 3D skills and joined 
Ensemble's modeling team, creating assets for games such as 
Age of Empires and Halo Wars.

Cleveland's Rock and Roll Hall of Fame houses two of Coop's 
posters in its permanent collection. He was also commissioned 
to customize an Escalade and design a run of limited edition 
gambling chips for the Hard Rock Casino in Las Vegas. 

The follow-up collection to DeviVs Advocate is also in the 
works, as Coop never stops creating. 



ALICE COOPER 

Alice Cooper is a legendary American 
rock singer, songwriter, and musician 
whose career spans more than four 
decades. Cooper's over the top 
theatrical brand of heavy metal often 
features electric chairs, fake blood, 
large snakes, and even baby dolls. 
Drawing from horror movies and 
vaudeville combined with raw Garage 
Rock, Cooper crafted an outrageous 
stage show that was meant to shock. Originating n Detroit in the 
late 6o's, Alice Cooper (the band) broke into the international 
music mainstream with the 1971 hit "I'm Eighteen," followed 
in 1972 by the even bigger single "School's Out." The band 
reached their commercial peak in 1973 with the album Billion 
Dollar Babies. 

Off stage Alice Cooper is known for his social and witty 
personality. Cooper is credited with helping to shape the sound 
and look of heavy metal and is regarded as being the first artist 
to introduce aspects of horror to rock and roll. He permanently 
transformed the genre with his outlandish stage shows and 
showmanship. Apart from music, Alice Cooper is a film actor, 
restaurateur, and golfing celebrity. In 2004 Cooper branched 
out yet again, becoming a radio DJ and hosting his classic rock 
show Nights with Alice Cooper. 

In 201 1 the original Alice Cooper band was inducted into The 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame.

Hunter Cressall has been a professional in the motion picture, 
television and communications industry for over twenty years. 
In 2005, Hunter started his own high definition and multimedia 
communication company. He quickly earned recognition 
as a resource for multi-format and non-standard media 
production.

Award twice and was a finalist for the Prism Award. 

Elizabeth has written a number of short stories and essays, 
including "Wonderland," which won the Darrell Award in 
2006.

Michael Dorn received much of 
his on-the-job training as a semi- 
regular on the daytime drama Days 
of Our Lives. In the prime-time hours, 
Dorn was seen as Officer Turner 
during the final two seasons of the 
weekly cop series CHiPs and guest- 
starred on many more primetime 
series including Knots Landing and 
Falcon Crest. He went on to a flurry 
of supporting-cast activity in such theatrical features as The 
Jagged Edge. Then, in 1987, Michael Dorn donned mounds of 
facial makeup for what was to be his signature role: the U.S.S. 
Enterprise's Klingon officer Lt. Worf on Star Trek: The Next 
Generation. Michael reprised his role of Worf on Star Trek: 
Deep Space Nine. 

He also contributed behind the scenes, directing several 
episodes of DS9. Since the end of DS9, Dorn has continued to 
act in a variety of projects, and is quite in demand for his voice 
work - he's provided voices for a plethora of animated series, 
including Spider-Man, Kim Possible and Gargoyles (with fellow 
Trek thespian Marina Sirtis). 

He also wrote, directed and starred in a TV sitcom pilot, Through 
the Fire, and directed an episode of Star Trek: Enterprise, 'Two 
Days and Two Nights.'

His work can also be seen on sketch cards for 
Inkworks, Strictly Ink and Rittenhouse on such properties as 
Hellboy Animated, Family Guy, 2000AD, Ray Harryhousen, 
Marvel and DC.

That New 
York Times Notable Book of the Year, Good Night, Mr. Holmes, 
launched an eight-book series that includes a new candidate 
for lack the Ripper and explores why Bram Stoker may have 
written Dracula. The Delilah Street, Paranormal Investigator, 
series launched with Publisher's Weekly starred reviews for the 
first two entries, Dancing with Werewolves and Brimstone Kiss. 
Latest titles are Silver Zombie and Virtual Virgin, with a sixth 
book forthcoming. 

EDWARD DOUGLAS 

Composer, filmmaker, and producer Edward Douglas is the 
founder of the gothic horror Halloween soundtrack band 
Midnight Syndicate. He is also the president of the band's indie 
record label and distributor, Entity Productions, one of the 
largest distributors of Halloween music in the world. Recently, 
he scored Robert Kurtzman's drive-in thrillers The Rage and 
Bunyan as well directed, scored, and co-produced the dark 
fantasy horror film The Dead Matter. 

Midnight Syndicate is the industry standard for the world's top 
haunted attractions and amusement parks. 

In 2003, Midnight Syndicate made an impact in the gaming 
industry when it teamed up with Hasbro and Wizards of the 
Coast to produce the first official soundtrack to the classic role- 
playing game, Dungeons & Dragons. Midnight Syndicate's 2005 
release, The 13th Hour, was the first music CD to ever receive 
the industry's top two awards: The Origins Award and the 
ENnie Award for Best Gaming Accessory. 



ELONKA DUNIN 

Elonka Dunin is Executive Producer and General Manager of 
Online Community at Simutronics Corporation, co-founder 
and Chairperson Emerita of the International Game Developers 
Association's Online Games SIG, and a co-director of the 
Global Game Jam. Her company, Simutronics, was founded in 
1987 and is a leading developer of online multiplayer games. 
Simutronics created the GemStone, DragonRealms, Modus 
Operandi, CyberStrike, Alliance of Heroes; Fantasy University, 
and Tiny Heroes for the iPhone. 

Considered the world's leading expert on the CIA's mysterious 
Kryptos sculpture, Elonka is webmistress of two popular 
cryptography- related websites which contain information 
about the world's most famous unsolved codes. Bestselling 
author Dan Brown honored Dunin by naming one of the 
characters in his 2009 novel The Lost Symbol after her. 

KENTON DUTY 

In 2004, Duty began his acting 
career in Dallas, Texas at the age of 
9, playing "Young Scrooge" in the 
Dallas Theater Center's musical stage 
production of A Christmas Carol.

JONATHAN FUMES 

Jonathan Frakes is best known for 
his portrayal of Commander William 
Riker in the television series Star 
Trek: The Next Generation. He has 
done animation voice acting, most 
notably voicing the recurring role 
of David Xanatos in the television 
series, Gargoyles, and he provided the 
voice of his own head in a jar in the 
Futurama episode "Where No Fan 
Has Gone Before." He hosted Beyond Belief: Fact or Fiction and 
had a small, uncredited role in the 1994 movie, Camp Nowhere. 
Frakes also played the part of Charles Lindbergh in a 1983 
episode of Voyagers! titled "An Arrow Pointing East." 

Frakes is also the only Star Trek regular besides Majel Barrett 
to appear on four different Star Trek series (Star Trek: The Next 
Generation, Star Trek: Deep Space Nine, Star Trek: Voyager, 
and Star Trek: Enterprise). He has directed episodes in three of 
them (TNG, DS9 and VOY) and was a popular and innovative 
director on the Star Trek set, often finding completely new 
ways to shoot the show's familiar sets. 

Frakes works with The Workshops, The Waterfall Arts Center, 
and The Saltwater Film Society, all located in Maine, where 
he teaches classes on film direction. He co-owns a home 
furnishings store with his wife in Belfast, Maine, called The 
Cherished Home. 

MUTT FRANK 

Best known for his rampages through the world of giant 
monster art, Matt Frank began working in the industry about 
halfway through college at the University of Texas in Austin. 
First working with Blue Water Productions, he provided covers 
for the Ray Harryhausen Presents series, culminating with his 
first one-shot, Wrath of the Titans: Cyclops, which he co-wrote 
and illustrated both the cover and the interior pencils. 

Frank took on the task of crafting a new one-shot as part of 
the anthology series, Godzilla: Legends, by co-writing and 
drawing the interiors of issue 1, "Underdog." Soon afterward, 
Frank was contacted to work on the regular comic feature for 
the Transformers Collectors Club story, "Flash Forward." Hot 
on the heels of that project, he was again brought aboard for 
the new Godzilla reboot comic in 2012 as a regular cover artist. 

Frank became popular online thanks to his long-running fan 
art series, Godzilla Neo. He is currently working on an original 
project with his writer, Jeff Prezenkowski. When not working 
on comics, he has worked for Chaotic Moon Studios as part of 
their game and app development, as well as the lead artist for 
Dungeon in a Deck, published by Games By Gamers. 
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DAVID FRANKLIN 

David Franklin is best known to Sci- 
Fi/Fantasy fans as the consummate 
Peacekeeper officer Captain Braca 
on Farscape. Stepping on board the 
command carrier at the end of season 
one he has become a fan favorite 
with audiences, who have grown to 
love and to hate him as Braca does 
whatever it takes to stay alive and 
advance in his quest for survival and 
power. Another memorable role is that of Brutus in seasons 
4 and 5 of Xena Warrior Princess. He has also appeared in 
the series Time Trax and The Young and the Restless and in 
movies of the week that include Survive the Savage Sea and The 
Flood. Features include Crocodile Dundee in Los Angeles, The 
Crocodile Hunter, Matrix 2 Reloaded, and he played Heat Blast 
in Ben- 10: Race Against Time.

She also provided digital paintings for 
the illustrated prose novel, Conspiracy of the Planet of the Apes, 
and has illustrated numerous album covers. Recently she has 
adapted as well as illustrated T.S. Eliot's The Wasteland for the 
comics publication The Graphic Cannon. Chandra is also the 
art director of the guerrilla studio BLAM! Ventures. She's also 
an avid Venture Brothers fan, a retro video gamer, collector of 
arty-indy comics, infrequent participant of the "goth" scene, 
and girl adventurer!

Richard got 
his business start in the video game 
industry where he reached legendary 
status with his design of the Ultima 



role-playing games, one of the most successful computer game 
series ever. His Ultima Online game defined the massively 
multiplayer genre when it launched in 1997. Richard's first 
game company, ORIGIN Systems, went from garage startup 
to an eventual 1992 merger with game publishing leader, 
Electronic Arts (EA). At the same time, ORIGIN became an 
iconic industry brand for quality game play and established 
Austin, Texas as a major global game development center 
forevermore. Following eight years as a creative exec with EA, 
Richard struck out on his own again with Destination Games. 
Now, with his latest start up, Portalarium, Richard and his 
longstanding exec team are poised to achieve success once 
more in the red-hot mobile and social media space. 

Over the years Richard has been honored with numerous 
awards including Entrepreneur of the Year from Inc. magazine 
and Computer Gaming World's 15 Most Influential Industry 
Players. In 2006 Richard was awarded with two industry honors 
for his work in the games business: selection into The Academy 
of Interactive Arts and Sciences Hall of Fame, and the Lifetime 
Achievement Award at the Game Developers Choice Awards.

Gaska is an author, digital artist, and art director. For over a 
decade he has served as a freelance consultant for Rockstar 
Games on such hit titles as Grand Theft Auto, Red Dead 
Redemption, the Midnight Club series, and all other major 
releases.

Later that year, Hall portrayed 
Gary Wallace, another likable misfit, in Weird Science. Those 
roles established him as the 80s ' nerd-of-choice," as well as a 
member in good standing of Hollywood's Brat Pack. 

He gained media attention once again in the 1999 Emmy- 
nominated TNT original movie Pirates of Silicon Valley, co- 
starring Noah Wyle as Apple Computer's Steve Jobs. Hall 
began his first regular series role in 2002, starring as Johnny 
Smith in USA Network's supernatural drama The Dead Zone, a 
TV series adapted from Stephen King's best-selling novel. The 
Dead Zone quickly developed a loyal audience, with the show 
and Hall receiving strong reviews. In 2008, Hall appeared in 
The Dark Knight. During 2011, he played the main antagonist 
of Season 3 of Warehouse 13, Walter Sykes. In addition, Hall is 
developing film and television projects under his production 
company banner AMH Entertainment.

Laurell K. Hamilton's writing is 
characterized by vivid prose, erotic 
sensuality, complex character and 
world building. She is a regular on the 
New York Times Bestseller List with 
both her series: Anita Blake: Vampire 
Hunter and Meredith Gentry: Fairy 
Princess/Private Eye series. The Anita 
Blake: Vampire Hunter series spans 
16 novels, including the release of 
Blood Noir earlier this year. Marvel Comics has worked closely 
with Hamilton to adapt her books in the Anita Blake series into 
comic book medium. The first graphic novel of Guilty Pleasures, 
in July 2007, was the number one selling graphic novel for that 
month. And the comic medium also allowed Hamilton (writing 
for the first time with her husband, Jonathon Green) to give 
fans the Anita prequel they have been clamoring for in the 
form of a special two issue limited series entitled First Death. 
The Meredith Gentry series features Meredith Gentry as a part- 
human, part-fey private investigator. 
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DOG HUMMER 

Doc Hammer was born in 1626 in Hamar, Norway, under the 
name Erik VonHamer. Being the son of a humble cobbler, not 
much was expected of the young man. But Doc was destined for 
greater things. By 1650 Doc had grown weary of immortality 
and committed an unsuccessful suicide by burying his never- 
corpse in the basement of a Dutch cottage. In 1870, Doc 
resurfaced again. Using the name Vilhelm Hammershoi, Doc 
resumed his painting career with mild success. After thanking 
his bride for "the immortality thing," "She Who Was To Deliver 
The Kiss Of Eternal Youth" and Doc split up in 19 16. Again, 
Doc literally went underground until now using the name 
Armond Hammer — he resurfaced and made a whole mess 
of money selling overpriced meds to the Russians. Sick of all 
the baking soda jokes, Doc faked his death. Biding his time till 
the MC Hammer thing had blown over, Doc again resurfaced 
as "Doc Hammer." Today, Doc still paints in oils and writes, 
voices, and does other crap for The Venture Bros. 

NICOLE HflRSGH 

Nicole Harsch and Mike Sakuta are the Crossed Swords. For 
over 20 years, their Crossed Swords Stage Combat Shows have 
been seen across the continental U.S. and Canada at renaissance 
festivals and science fiction conventions and, of course, previous 
Dragon*Cons. The duo can also be seen in a TBS documentary 
on Pirates, in an A&E episode of The Unexplained, on the 
Larry Elmore cover paintings for two Dragonlance books (The 
Reign of Istar and The Cataclysm), and on the "Cure Light 
Wounds" card in the Spellfire game. Nicole is a co-author of 
the Dragonlance sourcebook, Knightly Orders of Ansalon, and 
creator of 28 illustrations therein. Nicole also wrote two stories 
and 1 1 pieces of music (including a four-part string quartet) 
published in The History of the Dragonlance, "More Leaves from 
the Inn of the Last Home" and "Lost Leaves." In his spare time, 
Mike uses his PhD to teach chemistry at Georgia Perimeter 
College. Meanwhile, Nicole has drawn over 75 spacescapes 
for collectible card games such as Galactic Empires, Star of the 
Guardians, and Wing Commander. Most recently, Nicole wrote 
lyrics for three songs for the Dragonlance animated film.

A.J. Hartley is the British born author of the thriller The Mask of 
Atreus which spent several weeks on the USA Today bestseller 
list.

In 2009 he published two novels, another 
mystery/thriller called What Time Devours and the first of a 
fantasy adventure series Act of Will. The second in the series, Will 
Power, was one of Kirkus Reviews 3 top 15 scifi/fantasy novels of 
2010. He has just published to critical acclaim the first of a new 
middle grades series Darwen Arkwright and the Peregrine Pact.

in belief systems, the lives of everyday people, and the roles of 
women. She has written two books on the ancient Celts and 
two on the Vikings, and has covered societies as diverse as New 
Kingdom Egypt, the Inca Empire, the Huns, and Elizabethan 
England.

(2007). As Megan Lindolm, she has written a number of fantasy 
novels, most notably, The Reindeer People and Wolf s Brother. 

BILL H0LBR00K 

Upon graduating from Auburn University in 1980 Bill 
Holbrook was hired by The Atlanta Constitution as an editorial 
staff artist. The first comic strip that Holbrook created to 
become a commercial success was the office related On the 
Fastrack. The strip was picked up by King Features in March 
of 1984 and debuted in 150 papers. Not long after he created 
a second strip about kids entitled Safe Havens. In September 
1995 Holbrook created a new strip called Kevin & Kell and 
sold it exclusively to online clients. In addition to its long- 
running presence on the Internet, in 2004 Kevin & Kell entered 
the newspaper realm when it was picked up by The Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution where it continues today to appear daily. 
In 2010 he collaborated with Rob Balder and the science fiction 
legend Ben Bova on Duel in the Somme, a comic book based on 
one of Ben Bova's short stories. 

NANCY L. HOLDER 

New York Times bestselling, multiple award-winning author 
Nancy Holder has sold 80 novels and 200 short stories and 
articles. She writes tie-in material for Buffy, Teen Wolf, Angel, 
Smallville, and many other Verses'. She's sold three young adult 
dark fantasy series with Debbie Viguie; Wicked, Crusade, and 
Wolf Springs Chronicles. Their most recent novels are Teen 
Wolf, On Fire, Vanquished, and Hot Blooded. She also wrote the 
young adult horror series, Possessions. Recent and upcoming 
publications include pieces in the mosaic novel Zombie Attack! 
Strikeback from IDW; and a novella in the threaded narrative, 
VWars, from IDW. She also has stories in Two and Twenty, An 
Apple for the Creature, and Shards and Ashes. She has edited 
anthologies including Outsider, a Bram Stoker nominee.

Eva Hopkins is an artist & writer living in the D.C. area. Fans 
discovered Eva while she was working on the colors of J.M.

Richard Steven Horvitz, is an American actor and voice actor 
best known for his work as the voice of the original Alpha 5 in 
Mighty Morphin Power Rangers, Power Rangers Zeo, and Power 
Rangers Turbo, as Raz in Psychonauts, Billy and his dad Harold 
in The Grim Adventures of Billy & Mandy y Daggett in The 
Angry Beavers, the title character Zim from the show Invader 
Zim, and as Orthopox in the Destroy All Humans! series. 

GEORGE HRflB 

Multi-instrumentalist, singer, songwriter, producer, composer, 
and heliocentrist George Hrab has written and produced six 
independent CDs; published one book; recorded hundreds of 
episodes of an award winning podcast; and even performed 
for President Clinton all in a personal quest to improve his 
audience's cognitive skills by reaching them through their 
funny bones and dance shoes.

Her Skinwalker 
series features Jane Yellowrock, a hunter of rogue-vampires, 
in Skinwalker, Blood Cross, Mercy Blade, Raven Cursed, and 
Death's Rival coming in Oct. 2012. Her Rogue Mage novels, a 
dark, urban fantasy series featuring Bloodring, Seraphs, Host, 
the Rogue Mage RPG, and World Book feature Thorn St. Croix, 
a stone mage in a post-apocalyptic, alternate reality.

He specialized 
in electronics and radio control at 
the ILM Model Shop, and has credits 
on numerous movies, including 
Jurassic Park: The Lost World, Star Wars: Episode I - The 
Phantom Menace, Galaxy Quest, AI: Artificial Intelligence, 
Star Wars: Episode II - Attack of the Clones, Terminator 3: 
Rise of the Machines, Matrix: Reloaded and Revolutions, and 
most recently, Van Helsing and Star Wars: Episode III. Grant 
developed a custom circuit to cycle the Energizer Bunny's arm 
beats and ears at a constant rate. He later became the Bunny's 
driver and the Crew Supervisor on numerous commercials in 
Los Angeles, Vancouver, Mexico, and New Zealand.

STUN LEE 




Early in his career, Lee became 
an assistant at the new Timely 
Comics division of pulp magazine 
and comic-book publisher Martin 
Goodman's company. Timely, by 
the 1960s, would evolve into Marvel 
Comics. He graduated from writing 
filler to actual comics with a backup 
feature, Headline' Hunter, Foreign 
Correspondent, two issues later. Lee's 



first superhero co-creation was the Destroyer, in Mystic Comics 
#6 (August 1941). Other characters he created during this period 
fans and historians call the Golden Age of comics include Jack 
Frost, debuting in USA Comics #1 (August 1941), and Father 
Time, debuting in Captain America Comics #6 (August 1941). 



When Simon and his creative partner Jack Kirby left late 
in 1941, following a dispute with Goodman, the publisher 
installed Lee, just under 19 years old, as interim editor. The 
youngster showed a knack for the business that led him to 
remain as the comic-book division's editor-in-chief, as well as 
art director for much of that time, until 1972, when he would 
succeed Goodman as publisher. The first superhero group 
Lee and artist Jack Kirby created was the Fantastic Four. The 
team's immediate popularity led Lee and Marvel's illustrators 
to produce a cavalcade of new titles. With Kirby primarily, Lee 
created the Hulk, Iron Man, Thor and the X-Men; with Bill 
Everett, Daredevil; and with Steve Ditko, Doctor Strange and 
Marvel's most successful character, Spider-Man. 

In the 2000s, Lee did his first work for DC Comics, launching 
the Just Imagine... series, in which Lee reimagined the DC 
superheroes Superman, Batman, Wonder Woman, Green 
Lantern and the Flash. In 2007, POW! started a series of direct- 
to-DVD animated films under the Stan Lee Presents banner. 
Each film focuses on a new superhero, created by Stan Lee for 
the series. The first two releases were Mosaic and The Condor. 
In June of that year, Walt Disney Studios entered into an 
exclusive multi-year first-look deal with POW! Entertainment. 

SUNNY LEE 

Sunny Lee has been a penciller for all three major publishers 
working on titles like Wolverine, Superboy, Spyboy, Star Wars 
Tales, and Gen 13. His professional portfolio also includes 
work for other publications like How To Draw Manga Style and 
other private illustration books. Sunny began his career over 
ten years ago at DC Comics drawing Aquaboy #1 under the Sins 
of Youth banner. From there, Sunny moved on to titles such as 
Young Justice, Superman, and Superboy filling in when needed. 
He also did work for Marvel's Xmen Annual, and Wolverine 
#158 and working on titles for Dark Horse such as Spy Boy with 
Peter David and Pop Mhan, ONI - a comic based on the popular 
video game, and Star Wars Tales for Dark Horse and Lucasfilm.

Jeff Lewis is an American actor and screenwriter, best known 
as Herman "Vork" Holden on the webseries The Guild. Jeff 
Lewis is an alumni of Acme comedy theater and The Empty

has written such shows as Nickelodeon's Catscratch and 
Dreamworks Animation's Toonsylvania. His screenplay

believe it or not, General Hospital. He currently performs in 
the improv group "Hammer, Don't Hurt 'em" alongside his 
Guild co-stars, Felicia and Sandeep.

2007 McClintock appeared as FBI agent Sully in four episodes 
of the second season of the Fox network TV series Bones. 

SYLVESTER MCCOY 

Sylvester McCoy was born James 
Kent-Smith, the son of Molly Sheridan 
and Percy James Kent-Smith, an Irish 
couple living in Dunoon, Scotland. 
With the help of a cook at London's 
Roundhouse Theatre, McCoy gained 
a job there selling tickets and keeping 
the books in the box office. While 
there, Sylvester McCoy joined the Ken 
Campbell Roadshow. Along with Bob 
Hoskins, Jane Wood, and Dave Hill, he started performing a 
range of plays with the umbrella theme of "modern myths." After 




Hoskins left, and being booked at a circus, director Ken Campbell 
improvised a circus-based act about a fictitious stuntman called 
Sylvester McCoy and thought it would be amusing if the program 
stated that the character was played by "Sylvester McCoy." One 
of the critics missed the joke and assumed that Sylvester McCoy 
was a real person. McCoy liked the irony of this, and adopted 
the name of his stage identity. He was starring at the National 
Theatre in The Pied Piper, a play written especially for him, when 
McCoy learned that the BBC was looking for a new lead actor 
to replace Colin Baker in Doctor Who (1963). He later won the 
role as the seventh Doctor. After Doctor Who, McCoy worked 
extensively in theater and on television. In 1996, McCoy devised 
and presented Reeltime Pictures' / Was a Doctor Who Monster 
(1996), a special video tribute to the men and women who had 
played the monsters of Doctor Who. 

H JAMES HELEN MGCUNE 

James Allen McCune is a rising young 
star in film and television, best known 
for his role as "Jimmy" in AMC's hit 
show The Walking Dead. He began his 
career working in Musical Theatre in 
the Atlanta area. In 20 1 0 he would star 
as "Roger" in Fabrefaction's Regional 
production of RENT. Since beginning 
his film career in 2009 James has 
taken off, appearing in Showtime's 
thriller Homeland and in Mike Brune's Congratulations! In 
2013 he will appear in Ric Roman Waugh feature film Snitch 
along side Dwayne Johnson, Susan Sarandon, and Walking 
Dead cast mate Jon Bernthal. 

ROSE MCGOWAN 

Rose McGowan is an American 
actress and singer, best known for 
her role as 'Paige Matthews' in the 
TV series Charmed. She made her 
film debut in the 1992 comedy 
Encino Man, where she played a 
small role. Her performance as Amy 
Blue in the 1995 dark comedy film 
The Doom Generation brought her 
to a wider attention, and received 
an Independent Spirit Award nomination. McGowan then 
appeared in the 1996 hit horror film Scream and starred 
alongside Ben Affleck in the 1997 coming-of-age feature Going 
All the Way. Later, she appeared in several Hollywood films, 
including Devil in the Flesh (1998), Jawbreaker (1999), Ready 
to Rumble (2000), Monkeybone (200 1), and The Black Dahlia 
(2006). In 2007, she was cast in the double-feature film directed 
by Robert Rodriguez and Quentin Tarantino Grindhouse. 
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M I K A MCKINNON 

On the sets of Stargate: Atlantis and Stargate: Universe, Mika 
McKinnon was variously called Astrophysicist, Mathematics 
Technician, and Scientist until eventually earning the title 
Rocket Surgeon for her work scrawling equations on behalf 
of the great Dr. Rodney McKay and establishing plausible 
phenomena to threaten the hapless Destiny. Currently, she 
alternates between gleefully establishing that truth makes for 
far stranger fiction for projects still within the veil of not-yet- 
aired secrecy, and tromping around in the mud with high- 
voltage geophysical equipment. 

ELLEN MCLAIN 

Ellen McLain provides voices for many characters in several 
video games from Valve. Among them are GLaDOS, the artificial 
intelligence antagonist in Portal (for which she won an AIAS 
Interactive Achievement Award for Outstanding Achievement 
in Character Performance) and Portal 2, the announcer in Team 
Fortress 2, and the voice of the Combine Overwatch for the Half- 
Life 2 series. McLain is the only person to have her voice in all the 
games in the Orange Box. McLain sang the ending credits song to 
Portal, "Still Alive," and Portal 2, "Want You Gone," both written 
by Jonathan Coulton. She also sang the soprano song featured 
at the end of Portal 2, named "Cara Mia," and officially called 
"Cara Mia Addio." It is sometimes called the "Turret Opera." In 
December 2011 she won the Spike Video Game Award in the 
category "Best Performance by a Human Female" for her voice 
acting as GLaDOS in Portal 2. 

STEVEN R. MCQUEEN 




Steven R. McQueen is an American 
actor, best known for his role as 
Jeremy Gilbert in The CW show The 
Vampire Diaries. In 2005 McQueen 
made his acting debut appearing in 
an episode of the short lived Sci-Fi 
CBS television series Threshold. He 
has since made guest appearances on 
television shows such as Without a 
Trace, CSI: Miami and Numb3rs. One 



of his most notable roles to date was a recurring role for seven 
episodes as Kyle Hunter on the final season of The WB television 
series Everwood. In January 2008 he played the villainous role 
of Derek Beauguard on the Disney Channel Original Movie 
Minutemen which was Steven's first film role. In February 2009 
Steven was cast as the role of the rebellious Jeremy Gilbert on 
The CW supernatural drama television series The Vampire 
Diaries based on the book series of the same name. The series 
premiere proved successful with the series reaching record 
breaking ratings for the network and acclaim from critics as the 
series progressed. 



TRAVIS SCOTT MERRILL 

Travis Scott Merrill is one of the founders of Sick Sense 
productions, a company specializing in large and small scale 
theatrical and motion picture productions. He also works with 
the Alabama Shakespeare Festival as a costume crafts artisan. 
Travis has worked in professional theater for almost two decades, 
but does not remember a time in his life where he didn't have a 
need to create something from something else. Even as a child he 
would take apart his toys and turn them into something new. He 
started Jacksonville State University as an art major and found 
theater by way of make-up effects. Once in the theatre his art 
talent flourished, painting murals in the scene shop, sculpting 
in the prop shop, and various mask making projects. He found 
his ability to see various shapes and how they could go together 
clicked with draping and pattern making. It is difficult to tear 
him away from the costume and props shops. 

TOM MERRITT 

Tom anchors the daily tech news show Tech News Today on 
the TWiT network as well as hosting special live news coverage 
and other events. From 2004 until 2010 Tom was executive 
editor for CNET TV at CNET.com. He hosted the daily Buzz 
Out Loud podcast and a weekly how-to show called The Real 
Deal. In addition, Tom hosted regular segments on CNET TV 
like Top 5y How-to, Hacks, and more. Tom served as executive 
producer for TechTV's website until 2004. He started at ZDTV 
as Producer of The Screen Savers website in 1999. 

Tom also co-hosts several independent podcasts. Sword and 
Laser is a science fiction and fantasy podcast and book club 
with Veronica Belmont. FourCast is a talk show with Scott 
Johnson that invites guests to predict the future. All his shows 
are listed on the subscription page. You'll also find Tom as 
a guest or interviewed as an expert on many TV, radio and 
Internet shows like ABC's Good Morning America, CBS Radio, 
NPR, This Week in Tech, The Phileas Club and more. 

JASON METGDLF 

Known mainly for his pencil work on IDW's 2010 release 
Eternal Descent, Jason Metcalf also touted pencilling duties on 
Ray Harryhausen's Wrath of the Titans as well as ink assists on 
Top Cow's Darkness, and Magdelina titles, and a small amount 
of Astonishing X-Men. Jason is currently penciling covers and 
backup story content for Eternal Descent. Other cover and 
concept artwork duties include Moonstone's The Spider & 
Lady Domino, Zombies vs. Cheerleaders, and Richard Knaak's 
Dragon Mound. Jason's art can also be found on the Hack Slash, 
P'Ups, Zombies vs. Cheerleaders, Marvel Avengers 2012, Marvel 
Beginnings Series 2, and Billy Tucci's Shi sketch card series. 
There are rumors of an independent high fantasy project in the 
works, but details are vague. 
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JONBOY MEYERS 

Jonboy Meyers is an illustrator and concept/character 
designer working in animation, videogames and comic 
books. Some of his credits include: Thor, Generator Rex 
(animation), She Hulk, Hulk, Spiderman, Danger Girl, Arana y 
Justice League of America, X-Men (comic books), covers for 
Starborn, Elric and Superubia (Boom Studios), Covers for GI 
JOE TPB Collections (IDW), Criminal City, Twisted Metal 
World Games, Motor Storm, Apocalypse (videogames), World 
ofWarcraft TCG (illustration). 

REBECCA MOESTH 

Rebecca Moesta's solo novels include Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer: Little Things and three novels in the Junior Jedi Knights 
series. With her husband, Kevin J. Anderson, she wrote the 
Crystal Doors trilogy, the movie novelization of The League 
of Extraordinary Gentlemen under the pseudonym "K.J. 
Anderson;" a movie novelization of Supernova; a novelization 
of the popular StarCraft computer game Starcraft: Shadow of the 
XeVnaga, under the pseudonym "Gabriel Mesta;" and a Star Trek 
graphic novel, The Gorn Crisis. The team, currently working on 
a Young Adult science fiction series, has also written two young 
adult Titan A.E. novels, Titan A.E.: Gale's Story and Titan A.E.: 
Akimas Story, two high-tech Star Wars Pop-up Books, and a 
series of fourteen bestselling young adult Star Wars novels, the 
Young Jedi Knights.

He visited New Zealand last year to take the pulse of the nation 
and check in with the production as The Hobbit marches 
through filming and toward release. 

CHRIS MUELLER 

A professional Costume Designer, technician, educator, and 
co-founder of Sick Sense Productions. Chris currently manages 
the costume shop at the Birmingham Children's Theatre. In 
his short career he has received awards and critical acclaim 
in theatres around the Southeast, earning his entry into the 
prestigious United Scenic Artists, Local USA 829. He has 
worked at all levels of professional theatre, up to and including 
the 2009 revival of Finian's Rainbow. As a costume technician 
Chris has worked in regional theatres across the country as a 
Cutter/Draper specializing in men's tailoring, a Patternmaker 
and as a Costume Craftsperson. Chris has also spent time 
as an educator, teaching three years of beginning costume 
construction at VCU, classes in costume crafts, seminars in 
kilt-making, and panels on various aspects of costuming at 
Dragon*Con.

Subatai Musashi began his training as a young boy in 1966 
under Grandmaster Yoshiaki Musashi, from whom he inherited 
the title of Grandmaster and the Ninkage ryu bujutsu style. 
Ninkage ryu is a complete martial arts system that includes 
weapons study like Kenjutsu, the art of the sword and Iaijutsu, 
the sword art of harmonizing the draw and cut. Ninkage ryu 
also incorporates bare-handed techniques and internal arts. 
Within the internal arts are Kokyu no michi, the way of the 
breath; Mushin no michi, the way of no mind; Ki ku no michi, 
the way of the spirit of the void; Aiki no kime, focus of spirit 
harmony; Kokoro me no michi, the way of the mind's eye; and 
Mekura waza, blind technique. Undefeated in bare knuckle, 
full-contact fighting, he was inducted into the United States 
Karate Alliance (USKA) Hall of Fame in July 1992. A nearly 
fatal car crash in 1991 paralyzed his left side. The doctors told 
him he would never do martial arts or even walk again. Despite 
this, he has been teaching for 30 years. 



TED NfllFEH 

Ted Naifeh swooped onto the comics and goth culture scene as 
the co-creator of the goth romance comic, Gloomcookie, in 1 998. 
In 2002, he introduced us to the world of Courtney Crumrin. In 
addition Ted is now working on an ongoing Courtney Crumrin 
series. Courtney's grumpiness, ingenuity, sarcasm and loyalty 
have won her many fans and two Eisner Award nominations: 
in 2003 for Best Limited Series, and in 2005 for Best Title for a 
Younger Audience. 

Since the early 90s, Ted's career has been widely varied, having 
done art for Dark Horse's superhero line, a Star Wars graphic 
novel, and a back-up feature in DCs Teen Titans, not to 
mention a short Batman story in the 2011 giant-size annual. 
In the mid 2000s, he illustrated two graphic novels featuring 
videogame character Death Jr. More recently, Ted completed a 
trilogy of graphic novels written by New York Times bestselling 
fantasy author Holly Black.

"the first non- stereotypical role portrayed by a black woman 
in television history." Nichelle subsequently co-starred in six 
blockbuster Star Trek motion pictures and is still in constant 
demand to appear before millions of "Trekkers" who keep the 
dream alive around the world. Nichelle was awarded her much 
deserved star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame on January 9, 
1992. Nichelle's autobiography Beyond Uhura; her first sci-fi 
novel Saturn's Child; and it's sequel Saturn's Quest received 
critical acclaim. Nichelle is currently working with filmmaker 
Gilbert Bell on his new film project Omaha Street, with Nichelle 
serving in the dual role of star and Executive Producer. 

FRIGGATRISKAIDEKAPHOBIA NURSE 

Margaret founded the Freethought Society and the Anti- 
Discrimination Support Network in 1993. In 1994 Margaret 
founded the Thomas Paine Memorial Committee. Margaret 
created the Friggatriskaidekaphobia Treatment Nurse character 
in 2005. The concept of teaching critical thinking skills through 
a Friggatriskaidekaphobia Treatment Center (opened only on 
Friday- the- Thirteenth) has grown from a small event to a huge 
anticipated media frenzy.

Since 1985 Jody Lynn Nye has published 38 books and more 
than 100 short stories. Among the novels Jody has written are 
her epic fantasy series, The Dreamland, beginning with Waking 
In Dreamland, and five contemporary humorous fantasies, 
Mythology 101, Mythology Abroad, Higher Mythology, 
Advanced Mythology, and The Magic Touch. Strong Arm 
Tactics, a humorous military science fiction novel, is the first 
of Jody's new series, The Wolfe Pack. Jody also wrote The 
Dragonlovers Guide to Pern, a non-fiction- style guide to the 
world of internationally bestselling author Anne McCaffrey's 
popular world.

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Kai broke into television on the welsh 
language channel S4C playing Bob 
Lewis in the award winning Treflan. 
From this he played the part of Kev 
in the long running series Tipyn O 
Stad. After playing Kev for three years 
Kai moved back to London where he 
made his west end debut playing the 
role of Harry Secombe in Ying Tong 
a Walk with the Goons. Torchwood 



started filming in the April of 2006 and Kai has played the role 
of Rhys in three series.

Rob Paulson, is an American voice actor, best known as the 
voice behind Raphael from the 1987 cartoon of Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles, Yakko Warner and Dr. Otto Scratchansniff from 
Animaniacs, Pinky from Pinky and the Brain, Rev Runner 
from Loonatics Unleashed, and Throttle from the 1990s and 
2006 versions of Biker Mice From Mars. His role as Yakko won 
him a Daytime Emmy Award for male vocal performance; he 
won a second one for his portrayal of Pinky. In total, Paulsen 
has been the voice of over 250 different animated characters 
and performed in over 1000 commercials. He continues to 
play minor parts in dozens of cartoons as well as supporting 
characters in animated movies. 

GEORGE PEREZ 

George Perez was arguably the most popular and influential artist 
in American comic books in the 1980s. His early style seemed 
very much influenced by Jack Kirby, albeit with more realistic 
anatomy and a penchant for making his worlds seem bright and 
beautiful. In the 1970s, Perez illustrated several other Marvel 
books, including Fantastic Four, where he began working with 
Marv Wolfman. Following a popular stint on Justice League of 
America, Perez's career took off with the launch of The New Teen 
Titans, written by Wolfman. Wolfman and Perez followed this 
with DCs 5 0 th - anniversary event, Crisis on Infinite Earths. Due 
to an already heavy workload while doing both Wonder Woman 
and Superman at the same time, Perez left Action Comics with 
Issue #652 (April 1990) being his last. Perez finally returned to a 
major ongoing title for the third series of The Avengers, where he 
remained for nearly three years, again receiving critical and fan 
acclaim. After leaving the book, he and Busiek worked to produce 
the long-awaited JL Ai Avengers inter- company crossover, which 
saw print in late 2003. He is currently working on Final Crisis: 
Legion of Three Worlds, meaning he has worked on every chapter 
of DCs official Crisis trilogy. 

LEN PERDLTA 

Len Peralta draws monsters, robots, zombies and so much 
more. His quirky, offbeat style has become synonymous 
with geek music and culture. Len's work has appeared in 
Wired Magazine, CNN, The New Yorker, and NPR. He has 
also illustrated several books including There's A Zombie In 
My Treehouse by John "Widgett" Robinson and Ken Plume, 
Silly Rhymes For Belligerent Children written by MST3K/ 
Cinematic Titanic's Trace Beaulieu, and Look by Robert 
Bowling. Len has just completed work on an expansion set 
of Steve Jackson Games Munchkin based on the popular web 
series The Guild and an independent game Wacky Obits due 
out later this year.

Patricia opened the very first 
performance of The Rocky Horror 
Show with the song 'Science Fiction 
Double Feature' on June 16, 1973, at 
The Theatre Upstairs (Royal Court) in 
London. The show rapidly become a 
massive success and moved to bigger 
theatres. The film version of the Rocky 
Horror Show followed in 1975 and 
Patricia stepped back into the role 
of Magenta. Patricia lost her opening song - "Science Fiction, 
Double Feature" - to Richard O'Brien. While he sang it, however, 
the infamous glossy red lips at the beginning of The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show most definitely belong to Pat! The film wasn't an 
instant success but gradually began to acquire a world-wide cult 
following which today is stronger and bigger than ever. Patricia 
enjoys the phenomenon surrounding the film and has attended 
Rocky Horror conventions around the world. 
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JEAN ROBE 

Jean Rabe is the author of more than two dozen fantasy and 
adventure novels and more than 60 short stories. She is the editor 
of SFWA's Bulletin magazine, has edited numerous anthologies, 
and has written or edited more game products than she cares to 
think about.

The Charlie Bates Solar Astronomy Project shows the Sun to 
over 60,000 people per year in 13 countries. Mr. Ramsden will 
setup several observatory quality narrowband solar telescopes 
for close up imaging and viewing of our Sun's fiery ballet of 
plasma. Visitors will recieve a free pair of solar viewing glasses 
and plenty of NASA related giveaways. Mr. Ramsden has been 
published in every major astronomy and nature periodical and 
is the worlds leading amateur solar astronomer. 

JAMES RANDI 




James Randi is a former professional 
entertainer who toured internationally 
as an escape artist and magician until 
age 60, when he retired from the stage 
and became known as one of the major 
V vH^B figures in the international skeptics 

community, lecturing at major 
centers of learning from Cambridge 
to Yale. In 1976, he was a founder 
of the Committee for Scientific 
Investigation of Claims of the Paranormal, now known as the 
Committee for Skeptical Inquiry, and in 1996 he set up the James 
Randi Educational Foundation [JREF], a 50l(c)3 nonprofit 
headquartered in Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 

Mr. Randi is the author of ten books, published in eleven 
languages, as well as many articles and book/media 
contributions. He has had television series in the UK and 
South Korea, and TV specials in Japan, USA, Canada, UK, 
and Australia. He is the recipient of numerous awards, from 
the Society of American Magicians' Hall of Fame to the 
MacArthur Foundation "Genius" Fellowship. The JREF offers 
a one-million-dollar prize to any person or persons who can 
provide evidence of any paranormal, occult, or supernatural 
event or ability. Hundreds of persons have been tested, and 
all have failed.

CAPTAIN WILLIAM SHEPHERD 




After a year of astronaut training at 
Johnson Space Center in Houston, 
Captain Shepherd was assigned to 
work pad "closeout" operations for 
Space Shuttle launches at the Kennedy 
Space Center. He helped direct the 
underwater search and salvage of 
the Space Shuttle Challenger in 
1986. He flew 3 Shuttle missions as 
a Mission Specialist Astronaut and 
flight engineer — STS 27 in 1988, carrying a DOD payload, STS 
41 launching the solar probe "Ulysses" in 1990, and STS 52 in 
1992, which carried the LAGEOS research satellite to orbit. In 
1996, "Shep" was selected to command the first flight crew to 
the new station with Russian Cosmonauts Col. Yuri Gidzenko 
and Sergei Krikalev. After 4 1/2 years of training in Moscow and 
Houston, the "Expedition One" crew launched to orbit in Oct 
2000 and began permanent human operations aboard the Space 
Station complex. "Expedition One" activated the Russian and 
American modules, supervised 3 Space Shuttle and 2 "Progress" 
vehicle dockings, and carried out assembly, checkout and initial 
operations of 3 new station modules. After 14 1 days in space, and 
a voyage of 58,000,000 miles, the crew returned to Earth aboard 
the Space Shuttle Discovery in March 2001. 



BILL SIENKIEWICZ 

After a stint as artist on the Fantastic Four, Bill Sienkiewicz 
became the artist on Marvel's X-Men spin-off New Mutants, 
beginning with issue #18 (August 1984), producing cover 
paintings and character designs. From this period on, 
Sienkiewicz's art evolved into a much more expressionistic style, 
and he began experimenting with paint, collage, and mixed 
media. He illustrated New Mutants from 1984 thru 1985. He 
illustrated the 1986-87 eight-issue miniseries Elektra: Assassin 
written by Frank Miller. After which, he collaborated with 
writer Andrew Heifer on the first six issues of DC Comics The 
Shadow series. In 1988, he contributed to the Brought to Light 
graphic novel with writer Alan Moore. In 1990, Sienkiewicz 
and Moore published the first two issues of the uncompleted 
series Big Numbers. Sienkiewicz painted the Classics Illustrated 
adaptation of the novel Moby-Dick. 




New York Times best- selling novelist Scott Sigler is the author 
of Nocturnal, Ancestor, Infected, and Contagious, hardcover 
thrillers from Crown Publishing, and the co-founder of Dark 
0verlord Media, which publishes his Galactic Football League 
series (The Rookie, The Starter, The All-Pro, and The MVP). 

Scott reinvented book publishing when he released Earthcore 
as the world's first "podcast-only" novel. Released in twenty 
weekly episodes, Earthcore harkened back to the days of 
serialized radio fiction. His innovative use of technology 
puts him at the forefront of modern-day publishing and has 
garnered brand-name exposure among hundreds of thousands 
of fiction fans and technology buffs. 

CLIFF SIMON 

Whilst studying drama, Cliff secured 
a modeling agent and enjoyed much 
success in ramp, print and television 
commercials. Cliff received major 
recognition as a model and was asked 
to enter the Mr. South Africa talent 
and action man competition. On 
winning this competition in 1992, 
Cliff was offered an audition on a 
hugely successful television series, 
called Egoli: Place of Gold. Arriving in the U.S. in 2000, Cliff 
secured an agent and soon landed a guest star role with Don 
Johnson on Nash Bridges. A short time after that, he acquired 
the guest star role of Ba'al on Stargate SG-l. Cliff s combination 
of charming bad guy charisma and wicked sense of humor 
made him a viewer favorite antagonist, keeping his character 
recurring for five seasons. In 2007, Cliff was brought back to 
play Ba'al in the Stargate SGl movie called Continuum.

Rosearik Rikki Simons is a voice actor, writer, and artist. He 
is most famous for being the voice of the robot in a dog suit, 
GIR from Invader ZIM. As an artist and writer he is known 
for science fantasy graphic novels such as Ranklechick and His 
Three Legged Cat, Super Information Hijinks: Reality Check!, 
and the unfinished six volume ShutterBox fantasy series, which 
he co- created with his wife, Tavisha Wolfgarth- Simons. He is 
also a background painter in animation, most noted for his 
color design on Invader ZIM.

In 1971, William Stout began to assist Russ Manning on the 
Tarzan of the Apes newspaper strips and graphic novels. Stout 
joined Harvey Kurtzman and Will Elder on Little Annie Fanny 
for Playboy in 1972. Buck Rogers (1978) saw the beginning of 
Stout's film career. Stout has worked on over 35 films, including 
both Conan films, First Blood, and Raiders of the Lost Ark. 
Return of the Living Dead made Stout the youngest production 
designer in film history. He designed the Predator and the big 
bug in Men In Black.

Early in his career, he was 
selected to build a top-secret satellite, and he's been inventing 
ever since. After NASA he moved into the automotive industry, 
where he designed tools that are used at General Motors repair 
shops and dealerships across the country. Now retired, Charles 
spends his days fishing and hunting, that is, when he's not 
filming for the series. 

DR. TRAVIS TAYLOR 

Dr. Travis Taylor is best known as "The Ringleader" on NatGeo's 
hit Rocket City Rednecks. Alabama born and bred, Travis has 
worked with the Department of Defense and NASA for the past 25 
years, but his oddest job was working in a chicken house. He has 
above Top Secret clearance with the U.S. government, holds five 
degrees — in optical science and engineering, physics, aerospace 
engineering, astronomy and electrical engineering — and is 
currently completing a second Ph.D. in aerospace engineering.

Literally little more than a 
year since their sudden and 
epic return with Applied 
Structure In A Void, Die 
Sektor are back with their 
3 rd album The Final Electro 
Solution, as if to confound 
the expectations of anyone 
who might mistakenly have 
believed that there might 
be a similar 5 -year hiatus 
between releases as there 
was after the lethal 2006 
debut To Be Fed Upon. Die Sektor have always been about 
confounding expectations. And, just as Applied Structure In A

Musically falling somewhere between both of their previous 
albums, The Final Electro Solution unifies the tropes of both 
into a new and cohesive whole, probably appealing to fans of 
the sounds of both in the process.

DJ NEMESIS 

DJ Nemesis really can't be put into one music category, and that's 
what makes him unique and in demand. Crossing boundaries 
between Industrial, Electro, Electro House, EBM, Mash Ups, 80s, 
and more is what you'll hear. DJ Nemesis began dj'ing at Georgia 
State's WRAS 88.5FM in 1995 and eventually took his knack for 
song selection to the club scene in 2001. Nemesis has been on 
the same bill with acts such as Aesthetic Perfection, Faderhead, 
Abney Park, The Criixshadows, Freezepop, Voltaire, Celldweller, 
Faith and the Muse, and more. NEMESIS is constantly touring 
clubs up and down the East Coast and is now expanding West. 
He has the knack for reading the audience and keeping bodies 
moving on the dance floor. 




Primarily a goth/industrial DJ with a healthy dose of 80s and 
electro, DJ Spider has spun a variety of formats over the years. 
She began her journey in college, with her involvement with 
WGRE-FM, the campus radio station in Greencastle, IN. 
After graduation, she returned to the Virgin Islands, where 
she continued to work with radio as the host of the only live 
alternative rock show in the Caribbean. 




Spider's show, Devolution, was bootlegged as far away as 
Denmark, and ran for over 3 years. Club work began as she 
filled in for vacationing DJs. Eventually she was offered a full- 
time position with the Greenhouse. She was able to create 
and promote a number of successful events with the USO, the 
Temptations, Jimmy Thackery, Hawaiian Tropic, and the Sinbad 
Soul Music Festival. 

EGO LIKENESS 

Ego Likeness was created in 
1999 by artist Steven Archer, 
a DC native, and writer 
Donna Lynch in Baltimore, 
Maryland. Taking their 
name from Frank Herbert's 
classic science fiction novel 
Dune, the band began as an 
experimental/ dark trip hop 
project. A demo called Songs 
From a Dead City, recorded 
on a four track, was released 
that same year. By 2000, the 
couple was moving the project in a darker electronic/dance 
direction, resulting in a self-released full length album entitled 
Dragonfly. After a short hiatus from recording and a lengthy 
period of trial, error, and revision, and many regional live 
performances, Ego Likeness signed with Dancing Ferret Discs 
for the release of 2004's Water to the Dead. This album featured 
the band's electronic roots while exploring a bit of a heavier 
rock sound. For 2005, Ego Likeness re-released Dragonfly and 
toured Germany, Luxembourg, and the continental US with 
The Criixshadows, as well as performed at several festivals on 
the east and west coast, as well as released their third full length 
CD The Order of the Reptile. The album brought together 
several of their past styles, including darkwave, trip-hop, and 
rock. The following winter after the release, Ego Likeness 
toured the US yet again, this time with The Criixshadows and 
Ayria. Ego Likeness went back to Germany, as well as Poland 
and the UK, with Ayria and Angelspit in late autumn of 2007- 
They also released the first of four limited edition EP's entitled 
South. In early 2008 they headlined a warm-up tour of the US 
and performed at Black Sun IV before setting out with Voltaire 
in the spring for his month-long Maiden Voyage Tour. Ego 
Likeness wrapped up their touring for the year by playing 
Dragon*Con in Atlanta once again. 2008-2009 also saw the 
release of the single, "The Lowest Place on Earth," as well as the 
North, West, and East EPs. For 2010, Ego Likeness signed with 
Metropolis Records to release their fourth album, Breedless. 
The album showcases their dark electronic trip hop sensibilities 
overlaid with Donna's passionately emotive vocals.

EMERALD ROSE 




/! Emerald Rose (Brian 

Sullivan, Arthur Hinds, 
Larry Morris and Clyde 
Gilbert) formed in late 
1996, releasing their first 
self-titled CD in 1998. Since 
then, they have released four 
independently produced 
CDs: Bending Tradition 
(2000), Fire in the Head - 
Emerald Rose Live! (2002), 
Celtic Crescent (2003), 
and Archives of Ages to 
Come (2005). Emerald Rose is one of the top Celtic folk-rock 
bands in the Southeast US. A rich "world fusion" sound with 
influences ranging from the Chieftains to Jethro Tull has given 
this band a thirteen year career and national following. The 
band's original lyrics address everything from Celtic myth to 
modern science, often with a touch of humor as noted in their 
release Con Suite (2007). Later releases include Unearthed 
(2010), a collection of rare recordings, studio outtakes and 
bootleg live selections Verdant (2011), which has been hailed 
as the band's most diverse and ambitious recording to date. 
Blending vocal harmonies, pennywhistle and world percussion 
with driving guitars and bass, their sound is "rock-n-reel" but 
not ear-splitting.

Marc Gunn is an award-winning acoustic folk musician rooted 
in the American Celtic song tradition. His musical instrument 
of choice, the autoharp, continues to surprise musical veterans 
and fans a like for it's unique sound and spirited energy. 




His latest two albums combine drinking songs and Sci Fi/ 
fantasy music. Firefly Drinking Songs was recorded with the 
award-winning Bedlam Bards and showcases his love of Joss 
Whedon's incredible TV show.

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Chicago's LScintilla 
have spent the last 
eight years on a 
constant pursuit of 
musical exploration 
and artistic 
refinement. Never 
happy with genre 
boundaries, the 
quartet has taken

electronica signature and drawn in elements of synth pop, 
trip-hop, and indie electro. Their latest effort, Dying & Falling, 
masterfully blends such influences into an intelligent collection 
of powerful, introspective, and catchy songs. From the intense 
dance-rock of Swimmers Can Drown to the thoughtful down- 
tempo groove of the title track, the album pleases on many levels 
and is a testament to the group's maturity. Their upcoming 
fourth album is an ambitious continuation of their musical 
travels and is set for release in summer 2012. 

LScintilla formed in 2003 and quickly established an affinity 
for pushing musical boundaries while maintaining pop 
sensibilities. The result was their self-released debut album, 
The Approach (2004). Through relentless promotion and a 
strong online presence, the group soon attracted attention from 
established indie labels and eventually signed with Belgium- 
based Alfa Matrix in early 2006. Their first set of releases 
included the EP Havestar(2006) and full-length album Optics 
(2007). Both efforts managed to chart on Germany's Deutsche 
Alternative Charts (DAC) with the former reaching #13 on the 
singles chart and the latter #6 on the albums chart. 2009 saw the 
release of the DAC- charting EP "Prey On You" that featured 
three new studio tracks and five club remixes. 
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JEAN & THE KFB 

Charleston, SC based duo 
Megan Jean & the KFB 
arrange a demented blend 
of gypsy, circus, americana, 
and the avant-garde that has 
been captivating audiences 
all over America. The pair 
met in New York City in 
2004 and quickly became 
disillusioned with the 
music-mill mentality that 
dominates the concrete 
jungle. Feeling lost in the 
shuffle, Jean and Klay decided to sell all their possessions, 
quit their day jobs, and hit the road full-time, focusing on 
the Southeast. Fourteen shows turned into 200 a year and 
a newfound home-base in Charleston's burgeoning music 
community. Calling the road home on a "never-ending tour" 
with an anchor firmly planted in the Lowcountry, this transient 
duo has taken DIY lifestyle and transformed it into a kind of 
Voodoo that unites scenes, fans, bands, clubs and musical 
styles-all without the help of a label and fueled by sheer guts 
and know how. In April of 2012, Megan Jean and the KFB will 
be featured on PBS performing an original composition These 
Bones as part of a music documentary series entitled Music 
Voyager, which will be broadcast internationally. 

UPS DOWN ON DIXIE 

In 2002 Lips Down on Dixie spread its focus, keeping The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show a priority but also establishing 
itself as a theatre troupe. In May of 2002, a thunderstorm 
knocked out power for several city blocks, including the Plaza 
Theatre, but instead of canceling the show, the cast just kept 
on performing what became affectionately known as "LDOD 
Unplugged." LDOD invaded Atlanta's fetish nightclub, The 
Chamber, for a fetish themed show entitled "The Rocky Horror 
Fetish Show." In its later years, LDOD has appeared at other 
venues in town including Starlight Drive-in's yearly "Rock n 
Roll Monster Bash" performing Rob Zombie's "Brick House," 
Club Future performing "I'm a Slave for You," and Tongue & 
Groove for their Lingerie Fashion Show. LDOD wants to offer 
an atmosphere for young adults in the Atlanta area where they 
can be themselves, without the stigma of peer pressure or the 
influence of alcohol or illegal drugs. Not only does the cast 
achieve its goal, it also puts on a performance that is cohesive, 
screen-accurate, and, most importantly, energetic and fun. 
Lips Down on Dixie will be performing a special Rocky Horror 
Picture Show at Dragon*Con late Saturday night. They also 
perform weekly at the Plaza Theatre in Midtown Atlanta at 
1049 Ponce de Leon Avenue next to the famous Majestic Diner 
every Friday at midnight, in the Rocky tradition. 



LITTLE JEN 

Award-winning DJ Little Jen (Jennifer Mitchell) has performed 
throughout North America with the biggest acts in electronic 
music since 1994. "Lullabye," her first ambient electronic 
music endeavor, was released by Sonic Soul Recordings in 
1997. She was voted DJ of the year in 1998 on the Sonic Soul 
website and Reader's Choice: Atlanta's Best DJ 2006 in Atlanta's 
Creative Loafing newspaper for her luscious drum8tbass mixes. 
Little Jen is currently the resident DJ for Fringe, the Atlanta- 
based classical chamber music series. Most recently, little 
Jen premiered "Pavo" by composer Dr. Nickitas Demos with 
the acclaimed Atlanta Ballet.
